Damngo to Wheat Crop of the North-
west an Event of Importance.

New York, June 22. H. CS. Dun &

Company's Weekly Review of Trade
tomorrow will say:

Tho damage to the wheat crop of
the northwest Is tho event of chief Im-

portance. How extensive the loss may
prove in view of the widely conflicting
accounts, enn only be Judged from the
speculative markets In which Informa-
tion gathered at the west has caused a
remarkable advance, at Chicago 15

cents in ten clays and tho price hero
has advanced 11 cents per bushel,
though the September option is only
1) cents. The belief Is that so largo a
part of the spring wheat has, been
killed as to reduce a yield expected to
be close to the largest on record to
conslderaly Iobs than the world has
required during the crop year now end-
ing.
